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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or 
groups of inventions, which are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-20, 23, and 43, drawn to a composition. 

Group II, claim(s) 21-22, drawn to a blend of first and second 
copolymers . 

Group III, claim(s) 24-34, drawn to an ionomeric cement. 
Group IV, claim(s) 35-40, drawn to a kit. 

Group V, claim(s) 41-42, drawn to a polymerization system. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, a special technical feature which these 
groups share (i.e. the at least one copolymer) does not define a 
contribution over the prior art. For example, the claims of 
Groups I-V share as the special technical feature is considered 
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to lack novelty or an inventive step in view of the reference, 
US 5,369,142 as set forth in the Internal Search Report. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to 
lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

(2) the bifunctional monomer inclusive of the species 
expressed in claims 14-15 or those disclosed in the 
specification. 

(3) the comonomer containing one or two polymerizable 
functional group, inclusive of the species expressed in claims 
18-19 or those disclosed in the specification. 

(4) In the event that applicant elects Group II, the 
copolymer blend, applicant is requested to elected all the 
monomer species in the two copolymer, inclusive of the 
permutations of species set forth in claims 22 or those 
disclosed in the specification. 
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Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single ultimate species for each of the above genera (l)-(3) for 
prosecution on the merit to which the claims shall be restricted 
if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Where 
specific species are not identified in the claims, applicant is 
requested to elect a specific ultimate species from the 
specification.
